Under the fed- 
eral law recently enacted, all users 
of explosives must piocure federal 
licenses, usually from the county or 
town clerk 
in

manufacturers 
and 
dealers in ex- 


plosives may not sell to those who 
are unable to produce these licenses. 
Possession of explosives by those who 
have no license is a serious offense 
under the federal law and is punish- 
able by prison sentence 


Infoimatlon 
is in the hands of 


the federal inspector of explosives, 
Edward D| Jackson of Buffalo, that 
there are many small holders of ex- 
plosives who use dynamite in blast- 
ing stumps or for 
other domestic 


use, 
who ha\e not

possession by taking out 
licenses. 


Armed with bills of purchase from' 


the manufacturer! ''and dealers, the 
federal Inspector and his assistants 
will shortly proceed to take Inven- 
tory of all the eiploslvee held In New 
York elate. Those who try to with- 
hold knowledge of their possession 
of explosives have only themselves 
to thank If they Incur suspicion of
